Richard D. Webb, city editor of 
the Chicago Daily News, in a recent 
address to Illinois newspaper men 
made the following suggestion for 
ridding any community of crooks 
who pose as saints:

You 
can have more power than the may 
or or the chief of police. 

1 think I can give you an illus- 
tration of that in order to clinch my 
point. Since I have been in Chi- 
cago there was a minister in one of 
the larger churches there, a high sal 
arid man, looked upon by his con 
gregation as one of. the brightest 
men in his denomination in the 
world. 

"It was brought to the ears of 
certain city editor— not myself— that 
this man had beer, guilty of immoral 
practices, and men were put to work 
to run the stories to earth. Those 
stories were proved, and if they had 
been printed they would have been 
the sensation for a few days. But 
they never got beyond the city edi 
tor, and for this reason— he knew 
that to print them would disrupts 
that church, break up several fam- 
ilies and bring sorrow to hundreds of 
homes So this is what it did : I he 
minister in question was called in, 
the facts were shown him, a type- 
waitten agreement handed him. '1 his 
agreement provided that he was to 
resign his pulpit, quit the ministry 
and the city forever and never again 
write or speak a word in public. 
The minister did all that. There 
was no publicity, and the church was 
saved, although shocked by the min- 
ister's sudden retirement. Today he 
is living on a farm, a quite, studious
